cleaning a surface of an object to be processed using CIF 3 gas; and 
removing ^chlorine derived from the CIF3 gas still remaining on the surface of the 

object to be processed after the step of cleaning the surface. 

15. (New) A method for surface treatment comprising the steps of: 

cleaning a surfaceyof an object to be processed by using chlorine-containing gas;

18. (New) A method for surface treatrhent comprising the steps of: 
making CIF 3 gas adhere to a surface of ari object to be processed by supplying 

the CIF3 gas to the surface of the object to be processed; 

interrupting the supply of the CIF 3 gas to the surface of the object to be 
processed; and 
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cleaning the surface of the object to be processed by using the CIF 3 gas 
adhering to the surface of the object to be processed. 

19. (New) \ method for surface treatment comprising the steps of: 
making cleanin&q^s^ahere to a^grface of an object to be processed by 

supplying the cleaningg^to lie surface df the object to be processed; 

interrupting the supply^f the clea/nng gas to the surface of the object to be 
processed; and 

cleaning the surface of the object to be processed by using the cleaning gas 
adhering to the surface of the objectto be processed. 

20. (New ) A method for surface treatoent according to claim 18, wherein the 
object to be processed is cooled to 20° C or below in the step of adhering to the object. 

21 . (New) An apparatus for surface treatment comprising: 

a processing vessel in which an object to be processed is placed; 

a means for supplying OF3 gas into the processing vessel; 

a means for activating the CIF 3 gas supplied in the processing vessel; and 

a means for supplying a red ucing gas in to the processing vessel. 

22. (New) An apparatus for surface treatment comprising: 

a processing vessel in which an object to be processed is placed; 
a means for supplying CIF 3 gas into the processing vessel;
